The suggestion is not at all an 
impracticable one, if, of course, the 
hulls of these two vessels are still 
caphble of carrying the old spread 
of canvas. 

Both these vessels were built 
in 1869, the “Cutty Sark” by Scott 
and Linton (she was finished by 
Denny Bros.), at. Dumbarton, the 
“Glory” by Donald Mackay, at East 
Boston. ” Both, too, were amongst 
the finest productions of their res- 


| pective countries, the“Cutty Sark’s”
